Nixon ABM plan ridiculed 
by opponents in Senate 


Lookout Point telescopes the Valley 
of Flowers and downtown Lompoc from 
the brow of a hill overlooking Bodger 
Seed Co. southwest of the city. Inter­ 
mittently, It Is given a face lift by the 
Boy Scouts and other organizations. But 
most of Uae 44me, It proliferates with 
parted automobiles and trash thrown out 
by uncaring hands. 
But there are hands that do care. 
The City Beautification Committee a 
year ago spearheaded a movement to 
develop and beautify the property, but 
boggled in a morass of discussions with 
city, county and other individuals. Now 
the project is being revived. 
“ It could be a tourist attraction not 
only at Flower Festival time, but the 
year around,” says Committee member 
Mrs. Robert Leedy, one of those in­ 
strumental in renewing interest. 
The status of the land and the agent 
or agencies to be responsible for the 
development and maintenance seem to 
be the thorny problems. 
Mrs. Leedy, in a recent telephone 
conversation with John Bodger of El 
Monte, responsible for the 84.61 acres 
in that parcel which encompasses the 
Lookout Point area, told the Record 
that Bodger was “ enthusiastic” about 
the proposed new developments. 
He 
reportedly gave his carte blanche ap­ 
proval to include the unimproved knoll 
some three to four hundred yards be­ 
low Lookout Point. 
Artist Darrell Brandon has submitted 
a prelimiary drawing with suggested im­ 
provements and expansion of facilities. 
The present guard-* rail would be re­ 
placed with an oval rock retaining wall, 
perhaps with low native shrubs and 
other flora able to subsist on natural 
rainfall to be planted about the hillside 
area. 
A new facility of like design could be 
constructed on the knoll below and con­ 
nected to Lookout Point by a winding 
flagstone path. 
On the lower knoll, 
mounted 
telescopes 
would scan the 
valley. 
Barrels would help confine the 
litter.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Senate oppon­ 
ents of President Nixon’s Safeguard anti- 
ballistic missile (ABM) system today 
ridiculed the plan as “ a defense in 
search of a mission” that would lessen 
and endanger U.S. security. 
The ABM opponents, led by Sen. Albert 
Gore, D. Tenn., spoke sharply to the 
Nixon Administration’s highest military 
chieftains, headed by Defense Secretary 
Melvin R. Laird, at a hearing by a 
Senate Foreign Relations subcommittee 
headed by Gore. 
At one point in the nationally televis­ 
ed hearing, Sen. J. William Fulbright, 
D-Ark., got into a heated argument with 
Laird over Vietnam. The Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee chairman used the 
occasion to criticize the Nixon Adminis­ 
tration’s policy in the war. Laird refus­ 
ed to debate him on Vietnam. 
It was the third appearance in as many 
days for Laird, on Capitol Hill. On 
Thursday he defended the $6.6 billion 
Safeguard program at a generally friend­ 
ly hearing by the Senate Armed Serv­ 
ices Committee. He testified on Vietnam

before

panel. 
Laird today repeated his contention 
that the Safeguard plan would protect 
U.S. missile sites so the United States 
could retaliate for any Soviet attack with 
ABM-protected U.S. missiles. 
The defense secretary read from a 
formal statement; “ We cannot stop a 
massive Soviet attack on our cities. . . ” 
“ Nor on our missile sites,” Gore in­ 
terrupted.

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) -Acting Pres­ 
ident S. I. Hayakawa today refused to 
accept in its entirety an amnesty sec­ 
tion of an agreement ending the San 
Francisco State College student strike. 
The agreement was reached Thursday 
between representatives of students who 
have been on strike for 113 days and 
the five members of a Select Committee 
appointed by Hayakawa. 


However, at a morning news confer­ 
ence Hayakawa said he could not agree 
with seven recommendations dealing with 
discipline to students arrested on the 
campus 
— scene of many turbulent 
periods that included acts of violence and 
678 arrests. 
“ Because misunderstandings and mis­ 
interpretations of this section of their 
agreement began to appear within min­ 
utes after the document was signed, I 
think I should make clear that I have 
considered each of the seven recom­ 
mendations with great care and can only 
say in reply that I cannot agree prior 
to any hearing what the limits of the 
penalty for a given offense will be,” 
Hayakawa said. 
“ I do, however, agree that a review 
of 
current 
disciplinary procedures 
should commence immediately.” 
Hayakawa also told the news con­ 
ference his position had not changed on 
personnel matters and indicated he con­ 
sidered the agreement between the strike 


they would send over just a few missiles

Later, Fulbright, D-Ark., the Foreign 
Relations chairman, picked up the argu- 


ers and the committee to be only a rec­ 
ommendation. 
The strike leaders at a Thursday news 
conference indicated they felt it was a 
binding agreement. 


“ A portion of the recent dispute cor* 
cerned personnel matters,” Hayakawa 
said. “ My position is that the decisions 
announced by the administration in re­ 
cent weeks will stand. None of these is 
altered by virtue of the recommendation 
in the agreement between the Select Conv 
mittee and the student group. 


“ Dr. Nathan Hare’s contract expires 
in June as already announced. George 
Murray’s contract has already expired.” 
One of the 15 “ non-negotiable de­ 
mands” by the student strikers was that 
Hare be placed in charge of the college’s 
black studies program. Hayakawa agreed 
previously to establishment of the pro­ 
gram and named Hare as chairman but 
the Negro sociology professor rejected 
the appointment. 


Another demand called for the rein­ 
statement of Murray, a Black Panther, 
as a part-time English instructor. Mur­ 
ray’s suspension, for allegedly advocat­ 
ing that Negroes bring guns onto the cam­ 
pus to protect themselves against “ ra­ 
cist 
administrators,” 
triggered the 
strike last Nov. 6. 


Hayakawa also announced police would 
remain on 
campus at least until 
April 11 so the strikers could show 
that 
peace 
could be maintained on 
campus. At that time, he said, if no 
further troubles arise, he will review 
his amnesty decision. 


When 
asked 
whether his decisions 
could change 
regarding Hare and Mur­ 
ray, Hayakawa said the agreement did 
not involve their status. As to the 
students reaction to his decision on am­ 
nesty, Hayakawa replied: 
“ I don’t know, I don’t know, I don’t 
know.” 
With that statement, Hayakawa ended 
the news conference abruptly. 


Nixon plans look

New oil 
drilling 
orders 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI) - Interior Sec­ 
retary Walter J. Hickel today clamped 
tough new regulations on oil drilling 
off the California coast to prevent a re­ 
currence of the blow-out that polluted 
the Santa Barbara area earlier this 
year. 
In 
addition, 
Hickel 
established a 
wildlife and recreational preserve op­ 
posite the Santa 
Barbara oil drilling 
area and said all unleased areas south 
of the preserve will be kept as an off- 
limits buffer zone. They will total 55,000 
acres of off-shore territory. 
T7ie new drilling regulations, describ­ 
ed as the toughest in history, will apply 
for the time being to all federal waters 
off the state of California. Most of them 
will compel better protective equip- 
ment and new preventive procedures. 
Hickel told a news conference that the 
Union Oil Co. platform where the Santa 
Barbara blow-out occurred may be aban­ 
doned forever. He said resumption of 
drilling “ will not be permitted” unless 
scientific data shows the area is saie. 
There is still some oil leakage around 
the platform, he said. 
Drilling operations of Union and other 
oil companies in the channel have been 
shut down under Hickel’s orders since 
Feb. 7. 
The cabinet members said officials 
who one year ago permitted federal off­ 
shore leasing in the channel would never 
have given their approval if they could 
have foreseen the difficulties. 
The 
regulations 
include requiring 
more casting on all wells. Any major 
variance from the new casing require­ 
ments must be submitted for approval 
to the Interior Department’s Geological 
Survey. 
Tests made bv oil companies to insure 
isolation of zones of oil, gas and fresh 
water from each other must be witnessed, 
by survey representatives. 
Hickel tightened the requirements on 
blow-out 
prevention equipment and in 
some cases said additional measures 
would be required. 
While drilling pipes are in use, the 
new regulations would require the test­ 
ing of “ blow-out preventers” daily rath­ 
er than weekly. Each drilling crew also 
would undergo weekly prevention tests 
to assure proper 
training and emer­ 
gency duties. 
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A PROPOSED design of developed Lookout Point, including 
construction of a new circle on a lower knoll was created 
by artist Darrell Brandon for the City Beautification Corrw 
mittee. The plans would tentatively call for rock retaining 
walls around the ovals, low native shrubs and flowers, a 


winding flagstone footpath connecting the observation points 
and telescopes on the lower level. Figures on estimated 
cost are not yet available, pending coordination with civic 
organizations, citizens and city and county entities.

Hayakawa hits amnesty 
section of agreement 
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Different 
dam policy 
revea ed 


State water resources offi­ 
cials say it is their understand­ 
ing that different policies exist 
on state and federal levels in 
connection with reim bursem ent 
of dam and reservoir right-of- 
way allocated to flood control. 
Jam es J. Doody, 
Southern 
D istrict engineer for the State 
Department of Water Resourc­ 
es, made this point in deliver­ 
ing an opinion from his office 
on the possibility of the State 
of California reim bursing the 
cost of dam and reservoir right- 
of-way allocated to flood con­ 
trol in the proposed $6 7-mill ion 
Lompoc Project. 
The request for the opinion, 
he said, had come from the 
county. 
The state water code sec­ 
tion does not allow the state to 
reim burse local agencies for 
costs of reservoir lands allo­ 
cated to flood control, declar­ 
ed Doody. He explained this pol­ 
icy was set out in the origi­ 
nal Flood Control Act of 1946 
and has remained unchanged. 
If the Lompoc Project were 
to be constructed by the state or 
a local agency, Doody observ­ 
ed, 
the 
Federal government 
"might assum e to pay all of the 
costs allocated to flood con­ 
trol, as it has done for Oro- 
ville, Del Valle, New Don Pad- 
ro, 
and 
other non - Federal 
dam s.” 
Doddy said he was at a loss 
to understand why Federal au­ 
thorities would adopt a different 
policy for a Federal dam. 
Doody said that whether or 
not it is appropriate for the 
Federal government to charge 
local interests these costs for 
Federal 
projects is a m atter 
for consideration by Congress 
and the 
"affected interest,” 
not the state. 
He added, however: 
"It is our understanding that 
on some of the earlier projects 
in Southern California, local 
interests were required to ac­

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Senator Kennedy urges Red China recognition 10 inehes of new snow ecress uPPer Midwest

NEW 
YORK 
(UPI)-Sen. 
Edward M, Konnedy has urged 
the United States to discard the 
“ passions of the past" and take 
steps leading toward recogni­ 
tion of the Communist regime 
in Peking as the legitimate 
power in control of the Chinese 
mainland. 
Kennedy’s position Thursday 
was in marked contrast to that 
taken by President Nixon at his 
first White House news confer­ 
ence Jan. 27. 
Nixon, who may have to face 
the Massachusetts senator in 
the 1972 presidential race, said 
it would be a mistake for the 
United States to abandon its 
opposition to seating Commu­ 
nist China in the United Nap 
tions pending possible chang­ 
es in that country’s attitude on 
major issues. 


“ Until some changes occur on 
their side...I see no immediate 
prospect of any change in our 
policy,’’ Nixon said. 
In his policy address to the 
National Committee on U.S.- 
China relations Thursday night, 
Kennedy took the opposite tack. 
“ We are a great and powerful 
nation,’’ 
he 
said, “ And we 
should not condition our ap­ 
proach on any favorable action 
or 
change 
in 
attitude 
by 
Peking.’’ 
The 
brother 
of the 
late 
president 
told 
his 
audience 
“ Chinese and Americans alike— 
are prisoners of the passions of 
the past.*’ 
“ What we need now, and in 
the decades ahead, is liberation 
from those passions,*’ Kennedy 
said. 
His plan would accept Pek­ 
ing’s control of the mainland, 


clear a seat for it on the U.N. 
Security Council, abandon U.S. 
trade and travel restrictions, 
and try to talk Peking into 
consular relations paving the 
way to full diplomatic ties. 
Kennedy’s seven - point pro­ 
gram 
also 
dealt 
with 
the 
delicate problem of Nationalist 
Chinese regime on Taiwan a 
major 
factor in U.S. China 
policy. 
He said early discussions with 


Peking 
about 
resumption of 
diplomatic ties could take place 
without jeopardizing ties with 
the Nationalist government or 
lessening American guarantees 
against forcible takeover of Tai­ 
wan by the Peking regime. 
Kennedy also suggested possi­ 
ble solutions to the presence of 
two Chinese in the U.S. which 
would assure representation in 
that body to the 13 million peo­ 
ple on Taiwan.

Swarms are common in volca­ 
nic regions and they often occur

hours 
shortly after 
midnight.

temblor had a magnitude of 5.5 
on the Richter scale.

Teen-Age Patient Uses 


Spool Knitting Therapy 


By POLLY CRAMER 


DEAR POLLY—I am a teen-ager confined to bed re­ 
cuperating from a spinal operation. I enjoy doing needle­ 
work and the spool knitting that Mrs. M. R. wanted to 
know about. I hold a spool with six nails in its top in the 
left hand, and take wool in the right hand. Drop one end 
through the spool hole and allow two or three inches of 
wool to hang from the bottom. Grasp wool near the top of 
the spool, with the right hand, and make loops around 
each of the nails, going from left to right until all the nails 
have loops around them. You are ready to start knitting. 
Place yarn around the outer side of the nail facing you 
and make sure it is above the loop. Insert a large needle 
in loop and draw it over the yarn and the nail, and pull 
bottom string. Continue in this manner until knitted tube 
is the correct length. To change colors of yarn, make a 
knot so that it will come in the center of the spool. When 
finished, lifts loops from nails, draw the end of the wool 
through the loops and pull tight. 
These knitted reins can be sewed together to make pot 
holders, round mats, circles for afghans, hats, belts and 
suspenders.—BEVERLY 
Polly's Problem 
DEAR POLLY—I would like to know if any of the 
readers have ever used an electric blender for churn­ 
ing a small amount of butter. I read all the advertise­ 
ments for blenders but that use is never suggested

PALM SPRINGS, Calif. (UPI)

Football

owners Thursday presented a 
plan for realignment in the 
professional merger with the 
National Football League, but 
NFL 
owners 
indicated 
they 
were 
not 
interested 
in the 
proposal. 
The owners met in their first 
joint session on the question and 
talked into the night. If the 
question could not be resolved 
Friday the issue will not come 
up 
again 
until their spring 
meeting, tentatively scheduled 
for early May at New York. 
The AFL plan for realignment 


has been spearheaded by Paul 
Brown of Cincinnati, Gerald 
Phipps of Denver and Joseph 
Robbie of Miami. It has picked 
up support from other owners 
since 
the 
owners’ 
meeting 
began. 
It called for two leagues with 
two subdivisions within each 
one. The subdivisions would 
have a 7-6 alignment. 
But NFL owners like the 
present arrangement—10 AFL 
teams and 16 NFL teams in 
separate leagues. 
"They haven’t accepted any 
other philosophy*said commis­ 
sioner Pete Rozelle. 


NFL owners were to meet 
early today to firm up a plan to 
present to the AFL at a later 
joint session. 
Rozelle said there was inter­ 
nal accord among the AFL 
owners—‘which would mean at 
least 
eight’’-to present the 
realignment proposal. 


Already adopted by a joint 
committee of three 
owners 
from each league was a propos­ 
al for the retention of the A FL 
and NFL as two separate enti­ 
ties with interleague games.

Whether they will, though, 
is another question, and one 
only rookie manager Clyde King 
can answer. 
King, a student of the game, 
is confident, but he’s too smart 
to go out on a limb and say 
flatly his team will win. A 
Herman Franks might—he did a 
year 
ago-but 
not King, al­ 
though in his heart he kmows 
he has a solid ball club, but one 
that is a chronic bridesmaid. 
"W e have a good chance to 
win our division title,” says 
King, "but it won't be easy, not 
by a long shot. Sure, we have a 
lot of fine players on this club 
but we are going to have to 
avoid injuries to key men, play 
at our very best and hope our 
pitching holds up. That’s a lot 
of ‘ifs’ so it would be foolish for 
me to say I think we are going 


to win it.” 
King can’t be blamed for 
being 
hesitant since he’s a 
rookie big league manager and 
the 
Giants have finished in 
second place four years in a 
row. However, his club is as 
good as any of the challengers 
in the National League’s West 
Division, including Atlanta and 
Cincinnati.

King is not a "book” manager 
in the pure sense of the word.

“ The California taxpayer is

e s,” stated Robert Terry, Pres­ 
ident of the California Driver 
Education Association this week 
at a gathering of over 300 dele­ 
gates representing the State 
Legislature, driver education 
instructors, State Department 
of Education, private industry 
and safety councils. 
The conference in Monterey 
brought together persons in­ 
volved in public school driver 
education programs to evaluate 
achievements 
and 
discuss 
meaningful new directi (ms to ex­ 
pand and improve this phase of 
education. 
“ A large percentage of new 
drivers in California have taken 
driver education in high school 
and statistics prove we are 
producing better drivers who 
are trained in responsibility for 
the safety of themselves and 
others,” Terry stated. 
Senator Tom Carrell was pre­ 
sented an achievement award 
for leadership in the field of 
driver education legislation. In 
accepting the award, Senator 


Carrell 
pledged, “ continued 
support by the Legislature of 
bills to improve this important 
part of education for those who 
will soon be applying for lic­ 
enses to operate automobiles.” 
Carrell stated that in his op- - 
inion it is the responsibility 
of legislators to see that any 
proposed new laws which might 
weaken 
the driver 
education 
program in our schools are re­ 
jected, and that adequate fund­ 
ing of these programs be in­ 
cluded in the budgeting of state 
monies, so that new drivers are 
properly prepared to drive safe­ 
ly on our streets and highways. 
Dr. Mitchell Voydat, repre­ 
senting the State Department of 
Education, stated, “ in imple­ 
menting 
the recently passed 
legislation which focuses on de­ 
velopment of high quality driver 
education instruction in every 
high school in California, our 
department has met with tre­ 
mendous acceptance on the part 
of the local school districts and 
driver instructors, indicative 
that educators themselves rec­ 
ognize this is a major part of 
student education.”

Transportation 
Safety 
Coor­ 
dinator, asked for the group’s 
aid in developing a workable 
plan for state driver education

Mrs. Ruth Kadoni, member 
of the President’s Committee 
on Driver Safety, told the de­ 
legates that their major obli­ 
gation as teachers is to prepare 
your students for a meaningful 
role in the community and cer­ 
tainly a most important facet 
within the curriculum is qual­ 
ity driver education.

Carrell presented 
Frank Burill and R.L. Morris 
with copies of a Senate Re­ 
solution commending their con­ 
tribution to traffic safety and 
proper driver training of youth 
in public schools.

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ABM decision 
From the cynic’s-eye view, President Nixon’s decision in 
the matter of the anti-ballistic missile — the first major de­ 
cision of his administration - was a stroke of political genius. 
It satisfies no one; yet neither has it entirely alienated any­ 
one. There is in it something for everyone. 
The “ military - industrial complex” is promised a new in­ 
jection of megabucks — not as much as it would like but with 
the prospect that the program could balloon into the tens of 
billions of dollars. 
The opponents of the ABM have been mollified to the extent 
that missiles will not be deployed around the nation’s cities, 
where they would not only afford dubious protection but con­ 
stitute a provocative escalation of the arm s race. Instead, they 
will be limited initially to two Minuteman sites, and eventually 
to 10 other nuclear missile sites, in order to protect this 
country’s second - strike or deterrent capability. The word 
is “ safeguard.” 
The initial outlay will be modest, at least in Defense De­ 
partment terms — $800 to $900 million, chiefly to continue 
research into the ABM. This is about half the first-year amount 
requested by President Johnson for a system of 15 to 20 anti­ 
missile sites near large population centers. 
The final decision, of course, rests with Congress, where 
strong and impassioned opposition to any kind of ABM de­ 
ployment remains, though now with some of its sharpest 
points effectively blunted. 
Given the schizophrenic world as it exists today, however, 
it is difficult to see how the President could have made any 


other decision. For what the mind of man can imagine, his sci­ 
ence ultimately attempts. In most areas of life, this is Fauda- 
ble; in the art of weaponry, it is lamentable. 
No man, charged with the awesome responsibility “to pre­ 
serve, 
protect and defend” a nation of 200 millions, could 
easily order the abandonment of research into and develop­ 
ment of any kind of weapon or antiweapon which carries the 
remotest promise of strengthening national or world security. 
If scientists themselves disagree as to the feasibility or de­ 
sirability 
of the ABM, had the President any choice but to 
choose the course of caution? 
The most significant and most hopeful thing about the de­ 
cision is this very caution, its open-endedness and flexibility. 
Each phase of deployment, the President emphasized, will be 
under review, and the program could be reduced or expanded 
depending on technological changes, intelligence estimates of 
the extent of enemy threats and the progress of disarmament 
talks. 
Here is where history will take the real measure of Richard 
Nixon — the degree of success or failure with which he pro­ 
motes arm s limitation talks with the Soviet Union. The ABM 
decision, whatever else it may be, is a plea to the Russians to 
join with us in a mutual de-escalation of the balance of terror. 
The President has said to them, in effect, that this is what 
we feel we must now do to safeguard our security. We take the 
step tentatively, 
reluctantly. 
Show us how we may stop. Let 
us talk about how we may stop forcing each other to do these 
expensive, wasteful things. 
Tax harvest 


Sometimes it almost seems as if the federal government 
doesn’t want high income people to pay taxes. 
Consider the laws now under attack in the House Ways and 
Means Committee which invite wealthy non-farmers to buy into 
unsuccessful farm operations and cattle spreads and write-off 
their losses against high bracket income from non-farm 
operations. 
According to testimony by Iowa Senator Jack Miller, a tax 
attorney, there are some 150,000 of these non-farmers around 
the country who, “ as the tax laws are now written” compete 
against commercial farmers who have to operate at a profit.

The key words are “ as the tax laws are now written.” 
The loopholes used by non-farmers are in most cases, at 
least, perfectly legal, just as are many others that make it 
possible for some millionaires to report no income taxes at 
all. In every case the legal loophole was written into the tax 
structure by Congress. 
As the Ides of April fast approach, the littler fellows are 
bellowing louder and louder. The need for tax reform is not 
a need for meataxe change, nor for emotional soak-the-rich 
schemes. It is instead a need for a restructuring that places 
the nation’s financial burdens equitably on all shoulders. 


Take heart 


In these times of campus disorders, 
political strife and the surface indica­ 
tions of cynicism, it is good to know there 
are significant signs of promise — right 
here on the Lompoc Valley scene. 
Last week for ex­ 
ample a small band 
of eleven postgradu­ 
ate collegians wound 
up a KVweek student 
teaching program in 
Lompoc schools, as 
a required step in 
qualification for gen­

case the individual student-teachers had 
to dig into their own pockets to make it 
all possible. The prospective teachers 
first of all had to finance their eiv 
rollment at their respective colleges and 
then foot the bill for living expenses 
while in Lompoc. 
In one or two cases, according to 
Mrs. Roberta B. Gallina, coordinator 


for the program, tne graduates had to 
forfeit rent already paid in advance for 
apartments near their colleges. Seven of 
the student teachers came from Cali­ 
fornia State Polytechnic College in San 
Luis Obispo, three from Chapman Col­ 
lege and one from the University of 
California at Santa Barbara. The eleven 
are Linda Spielberger, Laraine Atte- 
bery, Wanda McCurdy, Shirley Rasch, 
Debora Bland, Vickie Cox, Leslie Bogan, 
Lucy George, Glenna Parks and Berinie 
Lerner. 


A second group of student teachers will 
now take over. During their 10-week look- 
see at actual classroom instructionprao 
tices, the student teachers work on two 
general assignments, one in first through 
third grades, the second in the fourth 
through sixth grades. By the time it’s 
over they are teaching fulltime. From 
that point it’s on to a regular job in 
classrooms of their own. 
Here’s another example of why it’s 
good to be optimistic about the future.

house informs me that members of the 
California Dry Bean Research Council 
have appropriated $10,000 as a grant to 
the University of California at Davis, to 
be used for research on some of the 
bean problems that have plagued Valley 
bean growers for years. Taylor does pub­ 
licity for the council as part of his 
participation as a member. In case you’re 
interested the grant will finance study of 
such pesky things as fusarium, Mosaic 
and nemotodes.

SAIGON — Like the symbols on a rigged 
slot machine the same signs and symp­ 
toms come up here time after time — 
American lives, American dollars, and, 
yes, American dedication. Yes, for the 
long future the answer seems as baffling 
as ever. 
A familiar symptom now recurring is 
the growing tension between the Ameri­ 
can press corps and the vast American 
civilian and 
military 
establishment. 
From before the massive escalation, this 
has been a phenomenon, 
with 
the 
David Halberstams and the other attack­ 
ers challenging the official line. 
The tension 
today 
grows 
out 
of 
the 
conviction that 
the 
establishment 
is de­ 
liberately 
playing 
down the consequenc­ 
es of the latest Com­ 
munist offensive. One 
of the most - respon­ 
sible correspondents, 
Charles 
Mohr 
of 
the New York Times, 
wrote a dispatch dealing with what he 
interpreted as an attempt to minimize 
the shelling of the cities and the enemy 
ground attacks sharply raising the level 
of American casualties. 
This would perhaps be unimportant — 
no more than the kind of sniping be­ 
tween press and officialdom in 
many 
capitals — if it were not that one of the 
principal 
objectives of the latest of­ 
fensive is at issue. The Communist 
goal, it seems clear, is to convince 
American opinion that the National Lib­ 
eration Front and North Vietnam can car­ 
ry on the war indefinitely. Therefore, 
at the Paris talks the United States must 
make major concessions and start to 
move American forces out of a hope­ 
less war at once. 
Anything that serves this purpose, as 
officialdom here sees it, serves the en­ 
emy. 
Hanoi has been broadcasting a 
James Reston column, 
following dis­ 
closure of 453 American casualties in a 
single week, calling for a quick ending 
of the war. The North Vietnam radio 
picked up a New Yorker magazine arti­ 
cle sternly critical of the American 
position both in Paris and Saigon. 
A complicating factor is the relation­ 
ship between the press corps and the es­ 
tablishment. Symbiosis (dictionary defi­ 
nition: the living together of two dis­ 
sim ilar organisms in close association 
or union, especially where this is ad­ 
vantageous to both, as distinguished from 
parasitism) is the word. Correspondents 
are dependent to a large degree on the 
American military for air and ground 
transportation. Access to the cavernous 
PX with its mountains of supplies means 
the difference between certain amenities 
of life at a modest cost and living en­ 
tirely on the local economy at an in­ 
flated cost. 
The South Vietnamese government is 
indifferent to or has little skill in public 
relations. As an example, the American 
mission prodded the government to come 
up with figures on the current hamlet 
and village elections on which great 
stress is placed as an example of de­ 
mocracy in action. Finally, the Ameri­ 
cans got the figures and incorporated 
them in a press release which was turn­ 
ed over to the proper RVN (Republic of 
Vietnam) official to be passed out at a 
formal briefing. 
More important than the relationship 
between the correspondents and Ameri­ 
can officialdom is the way the story is 
reported. Hardworking correspondents 
here through the months and years have 
learned by often frustrating experience 
that war, violence and the threat of vio­ 
lence, gets on Page 1 and on the tele­ 
vision news shows. As the executive of 
one of the network bureaus here put it: 
“ They want blood. Blood! 
That’s 
what they want. If they can get some­ 
body dying on camera that’s great.” 
In-depth 
reporting of the political 
subtleties, the complexities of a high­ 
ly complex situation, is sometimes sent 
and never used. From the side of of­ 
ficialdom that is the complaint - the 
distorted picture the American public 
gets in term s of simple violence — the 
good guys and the bad guys, as in every 
tv western. 
This is, in effect, what Americans 
here from the highest level on down 
are saying about the present offensive. 


Checkmated by superior U.S.-South Viet­ 
namese 
forces and superior firepower 
on the ground and from the air, the of­ 
fensive is bound to fail militarily. Ha­ 
noi knows this just as Hanoi knows that 
success can be measured only by the 
results in American public opinion. 
Yet the press corps, or a good share 
of it, exceptingthe loyalists as they might 
be called — those prepared to take the 
official line — remains skeptical. An 
American military report from Hue 
says five rockets were dropped on the 
city that suffered so heavily in the Tet 
offensive a year ago. But there were no 
casualties and no damage, the report 
says. How can this be if five shells 
exploded in the city slowly being rebuilt 
from last year’s destruction? 
In another incident the official brief­ 


er reported only slight damage from a 
mortar attack on the Ninth Division base. 
A reporter on the spot claimed he had 
seen damage or destruction to at least 
13 helicopters and had seen two gasoline 
storage areas set afire. This dispute 
went back and forth, and the briefer’s 
report was upgraded. 
If, in fact, the Communist goal is to 
enlarge the credibility gap both here 
and back home, they can play the game 
for quite some time by dropping a few 
shells in Saigon, Da Nang or Hue from 
day to day. Keeping the American cas­ 
ualty level high will also help. But, as 
Hanoi must also know, this could back­ 
fire in a greatly enlarged war that from 
every indication Hanoi does not want.

Dear Sir: 
Just 
imagine, 
most of the guys over 
here 
are 
18Vi and 
fighting to make it 19. 
The average age of 
combat 
soldiers in 
many units is 18, and 
what a man he is, a 
pink cheeked, tousled 
haired, tight muscled 
fellow who under nor­ 
mal 
circumstances 
would be considered by society as half 
man, half boy, not yet dry behind the 
ears and a pain in the unemployment 
chart. But here and now, he is the 
beardless hope of free men. He is for the 
most part unmarried and without mater­ 
ial possessions except possibly for an 
old car at home and a transistor radio 
here. He listens to rock and roll and 
105 howitzers. He is just out of school, 
received average grades, played a lit­ 
tle football and had a girl who promis­ 
ed to be true. 
He has learned to drink beer because 
it is the thing to do. He is a private 
first class, a one year veteran with one 
or possibly three years to go. He never 
cared for work, preferred waxing his car 
to washing his father’s, but is now work­ 
ing or fighting from dawn to dark, often 
longer. He can dig a foxhole, apply 
first aid to a wounded companion, march. 
He has stood among hills of bodies and 
he has helped to build those hills. 


He has wept in private and in public 
and is not ashamed of doing either be­ 
cause his pals have fallen in battle and 
he has come close to joining them. He 
has two pair of fatigues, washes one, 
wears the other. He sometimes forgets 
to brush his teeth, but not his rifle. He 
keeps his socks dry and his canteen full. 
He can cook his own meal and /ix his 
own rips — material or mental. He will 
share his water with you if you are thirs­ 
ty, break his rations in half if you are 
hungry and split his ammunition if you 
are fighting for your life. He can do the 
work of two civilians, draws the pay of 
one, and yet gets ironic humor in it all. 
He has learned to use his hands as a 
weapon, and his weapon as hands. He 
can save a life or most assuredly take 
one He is now 19, a veteran and fight­ 
ing to make it 20. What a man!
